The regular meeting of the Society 
was held yesterday. Prof. F. E. 
Lloyd discussed "The Fate of Tan- 
nin during the ripening of certain as- 
tringent fruits," which was a brief 
outline of his work in this connec- 
tion. 

Beginning with n description of 
persimmon— a fruit which closely re- 
sembles tlio tomato— the lecturer then 
showed by microscopic diagram that 
the tannin cells were of elongated 
shape. The mass inside the cell is 
not a solution of tannin, but a col- 
loidal complex. 

When a fruit becomes soft a cell 
may be isolated. After Hooding it 
with water the mass will atiHorb 
water and be pushed out as ft sort 
of bubble— showing that it is a hy- 
drogel. Imbibition may be increased 
by a solution of weak alkali. During 
ripening the index of Imbibition 
grows less. When completely ripe 
the fruit is highly refractive and th; 
only acid capable of acting upon it, 
to enable one to study it, is concen- 
trated nitric acid. At this stage 
the tannin is found to have entirely 
disappeared, yet there is something 
left which has the same structure as 
at the beginning— this is the associ- 
ated colloid. The astringency of an 
unripe fruit is due to the tannin, 
sjnee a completely ripe fruit has no 
astringency a t all. There is coin- 
cidence of both u positive and nega- 
tive nature to prove th it diffusion of 
tannin takes place from this mass 
on the cell wall. 

in the case of dates a nd persimmon 
Prof. Lloyd has fhown that ripening 
may be hastened in various ways, 
chief of which is the method em- 
ploying carbon dioxide. When per- 
simmon are exposed to an atmos- 
phere of dioxide these fruits will be- 
come non-astringent before they grow 
soft, indicating that carbon dioxide 
in some way hastens one process and 
delays the rest relatively. Results

Thf Daily is now in a position to make an authori- 
tative statement regarding the matter of the fare for 
the excursion to Octawa. There has been a great deal 
of discussion already over this matter and definite in- 
formation was difficult to obtain. However light has 
been thrown on this subject and the facts are as follows. 

When the railways were first approached in regard 
to this matter the representatives of the Council were 
informed that no rate lower than this could be secured. 
In consequence of this they asked Mr. Barclay to apply 
to the Passenger Association. This he was kind enough 
to do and he was informed that under no circumstances 
could a lower rate be obtained. It was, the secretary 
said, absolutely impossible to obtain any better terms. 

The Council then arranged with the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way for the special train on Saturday morning. The 
Council receive absolutely nothing. Three hundred and 
fifty dollars worth of advertising have been obtained for 
the Daily from the Grand Trunk. This is purely a mat- 
ter of good will on the part of the Railway and is paid 
for in cash. 

It will apparently be impossible for anyone to obtain 
better terms that this under any circumstances. It 
seems somewhat absurd that the Students of Queens and 
Toronto should be able to make more satisfactory ar- 
rangements than we cau; however, make the best of a 
bad bargain and come along to Ottawa.
